Secret Meetings 


The Town of Allouez School Board in 


Bmwn County has found itself in consid- 
erable not water over what may be in part 
lack of information about what is a secret 
meeting according to Wisconsin law. 


It repeatedly has been made clear that 


secret meetings of public boards or com- 
missions violate the Wisconsin law except 
in special cases. Even then, board mem- 
bers must vote to hold an executive ses- 
sion from which the public is barred and 
specify wl-y. 


The Allouez School Board has been 


busy the last month. In December, a high 
school bond issue was defeated in a town 
referendum. Understandably the board has 
been meeting often in order to try to fie- 
• ure out what to do next. 


After charges of secret meetings made 


by town residents, the board secretary 
pointed out that the meetings were not 
secret because the doors were always open, 
and anyone who wanted to attend could. 
But she also conceded that no one except 
board members were notified when the 
irregularly scheduled meetings .were to be 
held. 


In 1962, the Wisconsin attorney gener-

One of the pieces of evidence discussed 


by Senate investigators of "the world of

The decision is in no uncertain terms. 


It further places the burden of making a 
meeting open upon those holding it rather 
than upon those seeking to attend. Unless 
a commission holds meetings at regularly 
scheduled times/it lias the responsibility 
to take positive action to make public the 
time and place of each meeting. 


It sometimes is amazing that members 


of boards seeking to meet without the 
scrutiny of the public do not understand 
that they may be defeating the very causes 
they wish to advance. This could have hap- 
pened in Allouez, where the bond issue 
was soundly defeated in part, it appears, 
because a lot of the voters felt they did 
not understand how the School Board had 
come to the conclusion that so much money 
was needed. 


This is exactly what the anti-secrecy 


statute means when it says that "a repre- 
sentative government of the American 
type is dependent upon an informed elec- 
torate ... the public is entitled to the full- 
est and most complete information regard- 
ing the affairs of government."

"I am not trying to be pro- 


vincial, but the facts show that 
economic development follows 
the research dollar," the con- 
gressman stated. "Private in- 
vestment spends $10 to every 
government-invested dollar 
in 


scientific research in the area 
in which the research is being 
conducted in the four year pe- 
riod following the establishment 
of the laboratory. It therefore 
follows that unless the presi- 
dent reevaluates his research 
program, he will throw our part 
of the country into an economic 
vacuum." 


Fifteen laboratories were ear- 


marked for construction under 
the president's $13.5 billion budg- 
et request for scientific re- 
search, according to the con- 
gressman. He added that the 


environmental health laboratory, 
much sought after by both the 
University of Wisconsin and 
Taft Laboratory in Cincinnati, 
would go either to Maryland or 
North Carolina.

Colombia Revolution 


Then, not long afterwards— 


on November 3 of the same year 
— a revolution broke out in 
Colombia, and Panama declar- 
ed itself independent. The Unit- 
ed States government within 72 
hours granted diplomatic recog- 
nition.

International Law 


But all such arguments on 


the basis of international law do 
not take into account the real- 
istice facts of today. Panama 
is too small a country to live 
in isolation and needs the friend- 
ship and economic support ot 
the United States. Malcontents 
within Panama are stirring up 
trouble. This can only lead to 
a revival of ambitions in Colom- 
bia to re-acquire Panama. 


To go to the United Nations 


and to brush aside negotiations 
directly 
between 
the 
United 


States and Panama would be to 
offend the Washington govern- 
ment, which Panama, in the 
long run, cannot well afford to 
do. Those who have stirred up 
violence and trouble in the Ca- 
nal Zone will not cease their 
efforts as long as they have the 
acquiescence or encouragement 
of the Panamanian government 
itself. The sooner the Republic 
of Panama gets down to quiet 
diplomatic negotiations with the 
United States, the quicker the 
whole problem will be resolved.
